(his support of the Administration's position). Levison said 
he did not think so, but added, however, that he would be going 
to Chicago next week (March 7-12, 1966), therefore, would try 
to find out from "them" (King and the SCLC) . 

Both agreed that Douglas has a very good record on 
civil rights, and that to support a protest candidate to defeat 
him could be embarrassing to the civil rights forces. 

Levison next referred to the recent act by King 
whereby he took over an apartment house in Chicago and announced 
that he would collect the rents and apply them to remodel the 
place. Levison said he disagreed with the act and had called 
Andrew Young (Executive Director of the SCLC) and asked why they 
had not used the legal resources available to them. Young, 
according to Levison, said it would have taken too long. Young 
said they wanted to do the act illegally, and in fact, had 
enjoyed it. He said they had desired to be jailed for 
furnishing heat for people with children. Levison said he 
told Young that it was a good idea and a good "battle cry , 
adding, however, that it had not turned out favorably (in the 
papers). Young concurred, but said they could not afford to make 
such an admission because if they did, Mayor Daley would have 
them jailed. Levison said he told Young that they had better 
go ahead and make a statement as to what their purpose was, so 
that the people in the country would know what their objective 
really was.

York District Communist Party Organizer, informed the 
Buffalo delegates that he planned to come to Buffalo on 
Party business on March 19 and 20, 1966. Jim Tormey 
was there when the meeting got underway, but Betty 
Gannett was not present. It is noted that Jim Tormey 
remarked that this rtas the first* Party meeting attended 
by him since* his operation. 
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"The formal meeting -was opened bv l 1 the 



Organizational Secretary. It was chaired bv l I a young 
white man, 5*8"* 1^5 to* 150 pounds, dark hair, wore 
glasses. He introduced Gil Green who delivered the main 
report. This report included the following points: 

"During the past year the Communist Party 
in the United States, especially in the New York 
District j has made gains. The Party has been successful 
in helping to build opposition to the United States war 
in Viet Nam. The Party must continue to put pressure 
on elected officials to try to keep' the United States 
Government from bombing North Viet Nam. The Party has 
supported Marches on Washington and has participated in 
them. As a matter of fact,, Bob Thompson led a march 
in New York City, believed to have been held ih 
October , 1965. 

"Party members/ according to Gil Green, 
must cease being invisible and must stop denying that 
they are Communists. There was a time when the passage 
of the McCarran Act made it necessary for many Party 
people to hide themselves and to hide their connections 
with the Party. The situation now is different and there 
is no reason why Party people cannot publicly fight for 
the Party. The Party will wholeheartedly enter the 1966 
elections. Herbert Aptheker will run in one of the New 
York Congressional Districts as a Communist Party member. 
In the Johnson-Goldwater Presidential campaign, the 
Party had to support Johnson; but it is now sbli'dly 
against Johnson who represents monopoly imperialists. 

"At one time the old party and the new form 
were separated. Now these two groups have found unity. 
They work together on campuses, in the community, and 
in the shops. The masses are ready to be led by the Party. 

"The civil rights movement, according to Gil 
Green, has taken a new form' because there has arisen a 
new Negro. He embodies the Negro people *s movement which 
fights not only for civil rights and freedom, but also 
has taken a stand against the war in Viet Nam. An example 
of this is Julian kbnd, a newly elected member of the 
Georgia legislature who was refused a seat in the 
legislature because he was outspoken in his opposition 
to United States involvement in the Viet Nam war. Gil 
Green was certain that Dr. Martin Luther King is against 
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"the war in Viet Nam. Green saw the Party as becoming 
stronger and he urged all Party members to participate 
in the process of helping the Party to become stronger. 

"Green called upon his listeners to support 
! The Worker j f which must have new subscriptions. Each 
club will be responsible for attaining a certain quota 
of subscriptions. A draft resolution on the new program 
for the Communist Party is being prepared and will be sent 
out. (A copy of Gil Green's report will be later furnished 
the Erie County Communist Party) ♦

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"special discussions, which could lead to the re- 
establishment of the idea of 'open Party meetings. ' 
This, in turn, could lead to recruitment, especially 
among trade unionists, students, Negroes, and Puerto 
Ricahs.

In the New York Communist 
Party District, 'The Worker' Fund Drive' has a goal of 
$45,000.00 and 1,150 new subscribers for 1§66. In the 
very near future, one page of 'The Worker' will be 
printed in Spanish. 

"The workshop on Youth revealed a positive 
emphasis on working with and among young people in order 
to try to recruit them into the Party a nd al so to be 
condition their minds toward the Left. I I gave this b7c 
report.
